The  name  of  Talleyrand  happening  to 
occur  in  t|,e  course  ot  conversation  with 
our  French  shipmates,  the  hi};h  opinion 
entertain' d of  his  talents  by  the  Bonapar- 
l^sis  was. acknowledged  without  reserve. 
On  my  asking  at  what  ]>eriod  he  was  sep 
arated  from  the  councils  and  confidence 
cl  Napo;eon,  it  was  replied  at  the  inva- 
sion of  Spain  I then  ohservcdi  that  the 
reports  in  Fngland,  respecting  that  cir- 
cumstance were  correct  asuo  time,  and  1 
presume  were  equally  so  as  to  tl.e  cause 

is  unicscrved  disapprobation  of  that 

bold  and  venturous  enterpi  lze.  'I  bis  met 
with  an  iosiant  comradiclion,  w hich  was 
lollon  cd  by  a most  decisiv,  assertior,  that 
the  prince  of  Benevenlo  approved  of  the 
Spanish  war,  and  founded  his  recommen- 
dation of  that  meastiia  on  his  unaltera- 
ble opinion,  which  he  boldlt  communica- 
ted to  the  emperor,  ti  ai  his  life  was  tiot 
secure  while  a Bourbon  reigned  in  Eu- 
rope. 

I entered  further  on  this  subject  with 
madame  Bertrand,  and  she  actually  and 
most  unequivocally  asserted,  that  Talley, 
rand  was  in  secret  communication  with 
Kapi'leoii  when  they  were  Iasi  at  Paris, 
and  that  he  would  h^e  joined  them  in  a 
a month.  His  propos’  d departure  Ironi 
\'ieiina  to  take  the  wateisof  .\ix  la  Clia- 
j.elle,  was  under  the  cloak  of  indisposi- 
tion,'o  conceal  his  duplicity.  ‘Can  you 
pcisuade  yourself,  madanic’  I said,  ‘ that 
Talleyiaiid,  if  he  had  the  inclination,  pos- 
sessed the  power  to  innurnce  the  court 
of  X'^tem  a in  favor  of  the  son-in-law  ?’ 
‘ The  court  of  Vienna  !’  s’  e exclaimed, 
‘ O yes.  yes  : he  has  the  capacity  to  iiithi- 
cnce  all  the  courts  of  Europe  ! If  he  hau 
but  joined  the  emperor  we  sliouid  at  this 
iris'ant  be  in  Paris,  and  France  never 
more  would  have  changed  its  master.'  Of 
this  tnan’s  viriucs  I heard  no  eulogiuiu  : 
but  you  will  now  be  a competent  judgf 
how  bis  political  taleius  were  appreciated 
in  ti.e  FivTich  circle  on  board  the  N'oith- 
Umbeilaiid. 

On  my  asking  count  Bertrand,  which 
of  the  French  generals  had  amassed  the 
greatest  portion  of  wealth,  he  without 
the  least  hesiiatioti,  mentioned  Massena  ; 
though,  lie  added,  they  have  all  made 
CO  suleraiile  fortunes,  Macdonald,  eliike 
of  l arenliim,  he  appeared  to  think  had 
made  less  than  any  other.  Of  Davoust, 
duke  D'Ecknuil.l,  he  spoke,  to  our  ex- 
treme astonishinent,  in  an  animated  strain 
of  panegyric,  which  was  instaiitiy  met 
with  an  oulciy  from  all  who  hcari.  it,  res- 
pecting the  conduct  of  that  olftcer  at 
Hamburg,  which  we  represented  as  atio- 
cious  beyond  example.  This  lie  would 
not  allow:  oil  the  contrary,  he  dese.iibed 
him  a zealous  torreci  and  faithful  com- 
mander, and  far  from  being  destitute  of 
humaniiy  ; as,  noiw  ithstanding  his  no- 
tions of  military  obedience,  which  were 
known  to  be  of  the  most  rigid  kind,  be 
did  not  act  up  to  the  severity  of  his  in- 
structions As  for  his  taking  a bribe 
Bertrand  declared  him  tobc  incapable  of 
such  baseness,  and  assertid  from  Ills  own 
knowledge,  that  a very  large  sum  h.ul 
bi  cn  offered  him  to  connive  at  the  sailing 
of  some  ships  from  ilambuig  in  the 
night,  which  lie  refused  with  the  disdain 
of  a faithful  soldier  and  an  honorable 
man 

Count  de  Las  Cassas  also  took  up  the 
subject  of  the  marshals  of  France,  and 
spoke  of  them  with  little  reserve.  He 
described  Massena  as  having  been  otigin- 
ally  a Icuciiig-masier  ; but  that  previous 
to  his  campaign  in  the  peninsula,  he  was 
considered  equal,  if  not  superior  to  Bo- 
naparte in  his  militaiy  capacity.  From 
that  period  ilte  count  represented  him  as 
having  dwindled  into  ahsoliite  insignifi- 
cance. He  is  avaricious,  he  said,  in  tne 
extreme  though  only  one  chi.d,  a daugh- 
ter, to  inherit  his  enormous  vveal.h.  lie 
then  proceeded  to  relate  the  lollovving 
circuiiislance  of  the  marshal,  as  the  ac- 
cidental topic  of  the  moment  : 

“ rive  preservation  of  the  army  on 
crossing  the  Oiiiub  ',  was  bildly  atliibu- 
ted  by  the  soldiers  who  comp  ised  it,  and 
conseqiienuly  rc-ecliocd  as  the  opinion 
of  the  nation,  to  the  superior  skill  and 
persevering  course  of  Massena.  It  ap- 
pears, that  a sudden  and  impetuous  inun- 
dation of  the  river  h.td  destroyed  all  pos- 
sible communication  between  its  right 
and  left  bank,  when  iialf  the  Ficneb  force 
had  passed  it.  The  remaining  half  was 
without  ammunitionvv  hen  M.iss.na  ihrevv 
himself  in  the  village  tf  Esliiig,  where 
he  withstood  liltecn  re;  eated  atiacss  ot 
the  .Austrians,  and  effected  the  escape  of 
that  pan  of  the  French  army  from  the  de- 
struction vvhich  threatened  it.  I'he  eulo- 
giums  which  the  army  and  nation  lavish- 
ed on  Massena  for  his  conduct  in  the  suc- 
cess which  crowned  it,  partook  of  that 
clamorous  character  whicii  implied  no 
inconsiderable  degree  of  blame  and  cen- 
sure on  Bonaparte  himself,  who  was  sup- 
posed to  have  fell  it.  But  he  contrived, 
nevertheless,  to  dissipate  the  opinion,  by 
conferring  the  title  of  prince  of  Esiing 
on  Massena.  as  the  merited  reward,  and 
magnanimous  acknowledgment  of  a ser- 
vice on  which  depended,  for  the  mumem, 
the  success  and  honorable  issue  of  the 
campaign.  Soult,  he  said,  was  an  e.x- 
cellcnt  officer,  and  Ney  brave  to  a fault  ; 
Suchet  possesses  a more  piovverful  intel- 
lect, with  more  enlarged  information  and 
political  sagachy,  as  well  as  more  concil- 
iatory manners,  than  any  of  the  marshals 
ot  France.” 

He  then  memionetl  admiral  Gan- 
thaume,  and  asked  what  character  was 
assigned  in  the  English  news-papers,  to 
tliar naval  officer.  1 replied  that  they 


gave  flint  no  small  credit  for  Ills  spirit  in 
advancing  out  of  port,  and  success  in  get- 
ting back.  ‘Yes,’  he  answered,  with  a 
significatit  look  and  tone,  ‘ good  at  hide 
and  seek.”  He  was  the  friend  of  Louis, 
and  then  of  Napoleon,  and  then  of  Louis 
again  : he  is.  in  fact,  what  you  call  the 

Vicar . I assisted  him  in 

completing  the  verbal  expression,  by  ad- 
ding the  word — Bray,  which  he  imme- 
diately caught,  and  exclaiineu,  ‘ Aye. 
aye,  he  is  the  Vicar  of  Bray'.  He  is  an 
old  man,’  the  count  added,  ‘ but  his  indis- 
cretions,’ whicii,  however,  he  did  not  par- 
ticularize, ‘ were  rather  of  a juvenile  na- 
ture.’

the  Biilisli  laws.  I'tie  violaiionof  eveiy 
law  cannot  consii'.me  a nghl.  Flic  per- 
son of  the  emperor  Napoleon  is  actna'Iy 
in  the  power  of  England;  but  he  neither 
has  been,  nor  is,  in  the  jiovver  of  Aus- 
tria, Russia  and  Fiiissia,  cither  in  factor 
of  right  even  tvccording  to  the  laws  or  cus- 
tuins  of  England,  vvnich  never  included, 
in  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  Russians, 
Frnssians,  .Austrians,  Spaniards  or  Foitu- 
guesc,  though  united  lo  ihos*.  povveis  by 
the  treaties  of  alliance,  and  maxing  war 
conjointly  with  them.
